THE sist (HIGHLAND) DIVISION. 
MEMORIAL AT BEAUMONT, HAMEL: 


[rnom awk own coRRESPonpEt. J. 


; Epinsuiion, October 1st 

In unveiling the memorial to the Fifty- 
frst (Highland). Division at Beaumont 
Hamel, Marshal Foch paid the tribute of 
a great soldier to the valour and. endur- 
nace of a Territorial Division “of Scottish, 
Msoldiers. . As long as the record of brave 
deeds awakens a response in ‘the hearts | 
of men their story will not be permitted 
to die. At the bidding of duty they for- 
sook the quiet hills of home for the fields 
of France and Flanders. The crofter, ‘the 
fisherman, the miner, the gillie, and the 
farm-hand turned aside from the arta of. 
peace to learn those of war. At Festu- 
bert, in 1013, they received their baptiam 
of fire, ‘and from that time ti!) the cap- 
ture’ of Greenland Hill,” and the final 
advance in 1913, they were in the thickest 
of the fight, admired by the French, fear 
ed by the Germans, and welcomed by 
the divisions’ on their danks, "The reputa- 
tion which they made for themselves at 
Beaumont Hamel in 1916 they sustained 
in 1917 at Roeux and in Flanders and 
round Cambrai, in 1918 in the section of 
Morchis-Bapaume, and lastly amid the 
French armies in Champagne, where in 
July: they :attacked the Germans before 
Reims. . It is fitting that the scene of their 
fret great exploit should have bean. 
chosen ns the site of their memorial. 
Alter the failure to take Beaumont Hamel 
in July 1916 the Battle of the Ancre began 
in the autumn. . To the: Fifty-first -Divi- 
sion was assigned the task of capturing 
the almost imprognable ridge of Beau-’ 
mont"Hamely Then the weather fought 
against the Allies, and the attack was 


} postponed again and again, till at. last, 


early ona November morning, amid a 
dense fog that never lifted the whole day 
through, the flower of Highland. manhood 
‘was hurled xgainst the ridge which guns 
and men had. seemed unable to take. 
The , seemingly impregnable ridge was 
taken and Beaumont Hamel! won for the 
Allies “ Friends are good oa the day of 
battlé,” ‘says the Gaelig inscription upon 
the monument, and"the thought was echo- 
ed by Marshal Foch. -‘ Sons of Scotland, 
sleep in “peace,” he said; ‘ you leave us 
with u living memory of the fidelity of 
your country to ours.” ‘The French ¢hild- 
ren"who in after days will ask the why 
and the wherefore of this monument, will 
be told something of those men,’ strange- 
ly garbed; who came ncrdss the sca to 
fight by the side of France in her hour 
ut veed. Perhaps they “will gather a hint 
of that strange camaraderie ‘which made 
“the Jocks "supreme favourites with the 
homely peasant folk. of Picardy. On 
every anniversary of the 13th November 
when -the Mayor flies the Scottish Stan- 
dard at ‘ Windy Corner,” they will re- 
member-that thcir village was captured 
from the Germans by the Highland Divi- 
sion. In the quict.of Scottish hills, where 
thé noise and the clamour of war came 
not at all, there are many who will think 
with pride of that memorial to those who 
went forth to battle, who endured the 
strange and _unlovely life of the years of 
war, ,and whose familiar faces are: n0w 
but a memory. The silent figure. that}:
